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THE DISTRESS IN LANCASHIRE. 
THE SAFETY OF THE CONSOLLDATED FUND. 


We have shown in another article what the general state of 
Lancashire is, and what are ite requirements from the bene- 
voleot and philanthropic public. But there isancther aspect 
in which the subject may be considered, and in which it must 
of necessity engage the thoughts of responsible statesmen, 
viz.:—Is the Consolidated Fund safe or not? Is any aid 
ftom the national Exchequer likely to be required by the cotton 
districts within a reasonable period ? 


Wethink we may say that up to next March at least | 


thete‘is no likelihood of any demand on the national fonds, 
ptovided that subscriptions are received at their nateral and 
present amount, and that the mischievous doctrines of a few 
persons who know nothing about the manfacturing districts,

believe they will be. car re 
The subject has been strangely discussed in almost entire 
oblivion of the special Act ‘of last Session. That Act gave 
three most important powers, which ought to save Lancashire, 
tation to the national charity. Of course, in her utmost 
need,—in a need comparable as respects the agricultural dis- 
‘iets not to one bad harvest or two bad harvests, but to a 
sudden entire blight of the productive powers of the soil,—all 
charity from. other parts of England or from other parts of 
the world will be thankfully and considerately received. There 
iso agricultural event which has happened or which is 
y to happen in our time, which has produced similar 
effects, or which could be conceived to produce them. Eng- 
and has lost the prodoctive power of an immense 
Part of her greatest manufacturing industry. She loses 
fnermonus wealth by the retardation of her creations; 
Many of her people suffer great hardships from the cessation 
their employment. It isan awfal calamity that, from an 
Unexpected mischanee in the American Republic, the best of 
our operatives should have nothing to work upon. Never- 
theless, there is. a huge margin between calamity and ruin, 
is every reason to believe that Lancashire, duly sup- 
ented, as we believe it will be, by voluntary charity, 
Will be able to support its poor not only without aid {rom 
the Consolidated Fund, but without thinking of such aid. 
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and which will save Lancashire, from any humiliating appli- | 
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It is true that even now the expenditure in certain town- 
ships aud certain Unions is, as we have elsewhere shown, 
grievous and excessive, But it is also true that the Act 
passed last Session gives some effectual remedies, which must 
for a very considerable period prevent the present pressure 
from becoming uneadarable. 


By the Act of last Session, three most important remedial 
powers were conferred. First, as soon as the cost of 
relief exceeds 3s in the £ in any parish, the Guardians 
may charge such excess, not upon the parish in which the 
receiving poor reside, but on the rest of the Union. And 
this power becomes more important in connection with a 
recent Act, which enacted that the different’ parishes in a 
Union should contribute to the relief of the unsettled poor,— 
in the case of the migratory manufacturing operatives a 
large part of the poor,—in proportion to their wealth, and not 
in accordance with a former arbitrary role. By the first 
power, therefore, of the recent Act, each Union is enabled in 
the distressed districts of Lancashire, Cheshire, or Derby~ 
shire, to equalise the pressure in its area, and prevent the 
congested pauperism of a single parish from becoming an in- 
tolerable charge upon the residents in that parish. 


Bat this power is very secondary to two others, As soon 
as the aggregate expenditure for the relief of the poor should 
exceed 9d in the quarter or 3s in the year, the Guardians, with 
the consent of the Poor Law Board, have the power to borrow 
all further sums which may be requisite for that purpose, 
In the case of a common agricultural district’ in ordinary 
times, this power would be both nugatory and objectionable, 
The district itself would say, “Why should we borrow when 
“next year and the year after next, and the next year after 
‘that, may be as bad as this year.” ‘You onght not to! 
“borrow,” a statesman would say, ‘because you are 
“ throwing on futurity burdens which you ought to bear your- 
‘“‘ self, of which faturity will provide a plentiful crop for 
“those who are then living.’’ But in the case of a for- 
taitous calamity such as the cotton famine, which no rational 
man did anticipate, whether he ought to have done,—which 
has no precedent in the past,—the like of which may 
| not occur for centuries in the future,—the right of borrow- 
ing is not only remedial for the present, but wise upon the 
whole. The cotton districts might fairly say : “ We are poor 
‘‘for the moment—painfully, unspeakably, and calamitously 
“¢ poor,—but we are unspeakably rich in the fatare. We have 
‘“‘as good a property to mortgage as the best broad acres of 
“ an agricultural district.” Nobody doubts that the aggregate 
ineome from the cotton parts of Lancashire will be immense, 
any more than any one doubts that the rental of 500 acres 
in Dorsetshire will be such and such, Lancashire. has a 
great property to mortgage :—though the poorest’ of coan- 





ties in the present, it is» the richest of counties: in 
| the future, The recent Act enables it to mortgage its 
rates, and thes prevents an excessive and intolerable pres- 
sure. Some of our contemporaries, from their own imaginations 
as we conceive, have fancied that there are peculiar diffi- 
( culties in exercising this borrowing power, but the true fact 
is otherwise. The only two Unions who have chosen to 
make use of it have been able to borrow at four per cent., a 
| aaa comparable to that of the best mortgages of freehold 
and, 
Several months since we expressed an opinion that the 
previous exercise to some considerable extent of the borrow- 
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ing powers should be made a condition precedent to the 
concession of additional relief. But the Legislature deter- 
mined otherwise. As soon as the rates reach 5s a year, 
whether the borrowing powers of the Union have been exer- 
cised or not, the excess may be thrown on the county. And, 
in principle, within a reasonable limit, the exercise of the 
power would be very just. The land adjacent to the 
cotton industry has been peculiarly enhanced in value by its 
prosperity ; and, therefore, there is no moral objection to 
require a peculiar contribution from it when the cotton 
industry is exceptionally depressed. 


Taking these powers together, considering also the im- 
mense private charity, and considering likewise the admirable 
distribution of that charity under the superintendence of the 
Manchester Committee (of which we hope at a very early 
date to give a due account), we think that there is the most 
indisputable evidence that until next March there is no pos- 
sibility of a practical demand from the distressed cotton dis- 
tricts upon the national Exchequer. For the past year we 
gave a fortnight since asort of cotton budget, which, like all 
budgets, is a business-like anticipation, but for relying on 
which we have we consider sufficient business reasons. Our 
conclusion was: —“ That, even without a single bale arriving 
from America, there would still be cotton enough to afford our 
operatives about two-thirds their ordinary work and wages, and 
still leave a stock of upwards 100,000 bales at the end of 1863.” 
If this be so, it is scarcely possible to anticipate a demand 
on the Consolidated Fund for the cotton districts within a 
reasonable time. The rate-in-aid from the Unions adjacent 
to the cotton districts is doubtless not inexhaustible, for these 
districts are poor in soil, and for the most part not remark- 
able for manufacturing wealth. But the borrowing powers 
of the cotton districts themselves are, we believe, nearly 
inexhaustible. When large sums are continually advanced by 
us on disputable foreign loans, it is only reasonable to suppose 
that equal amounts could be raised on a mortgage of the first 
charge upon the local plant of our greatest domestic in- 
dustry. 


THE VACANT THRONE OF GREECE. 
We suppose it is no longer doubtful that Greece is likely to 


choose Prince Alfred for her future Sovereign, The choice 
will, of course, be very flattering to Eogland, and we cannot 
doubt that the English people wili, on the whole, desire that 
the offer should be accepted,—nor are there wanting English 
reasons for giving our consent, if the offer should be made. 
It would provide, if not immediately, yet at some future time, 
@ convenient solution for the difficult problem of our dealings 
with the Ionian Islands:—and what we at least should think 
of even more importance, it would tend to weaken the mis- 
Sionary ardour with which our diplomatists espouse the 
cause of Turkey in the East against the Christian Provinces 
which are included in the Ottoman Empire. Whatever the 
difficulties may be—and they are not few—there is no lack 
of statesmanlike excuses for accepting the offer if it 
should be made, and if England wishes to accept it,—and 
there is, as we have shown, at least one powerful reason, not 
yet we fear recognised as powerful by most of our statesmen, 
why the people of Eugland might wish it even though our 
statesmen did not. 

But, in truth, the first consideration in this matter must 
not be English policy at all, but the good of Greece. That 
the Greeks need a King on whose good faith and sympathy 
with free institutions they can rely, is certain; that they 
would be glad of a close tie with a great naval power, 
especially if that naval power were thereby detached 
from a close alliance with their chief foe, is equally certain; 
and that they look with longing eyes towards the Ionian 
Islands, which in some sense may be said to be in England’s 
gift, is very natural, But all these things would avail them 
little, indeed would avail them nothing, without a King who 
could overrule the bickerings certain to spring up among ihe 
statesmen of a State utterly untrained in political life. The 
ex-King Otho has the full credit of having effectually pre- 
vented any growth of statesmanlike capacity in Greece, and 
kept all sincere and wholesome politicians out of power and 
devoid of influence, Greece needs a King who, with a really 
i clear perception of the concessions due to public feeling and 
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opinion, can judge for himself as well asask the counsel of others, 
Prince Alfred would be, no doubt, a very exceHent choice for 
a Constitutional Kingdom long aecustomed to the beaten track 
of Parliamentary Government ; but no lad of 18, however able 
can be up to the responsibilities of such a post as thie, For 
many years the post will be by no means anenviable one. The 
Greeks are a thriving people and an intelligent people, ba 
they are essentially an intriguing people and an unscropnlous 
people,—and no one can doubt that the leaders of Parlig. 
meutary parties will in great measure reflect these uncom. 
fortable characteristics. A spirit of intrigue is, of all othe 
the least suitable to an unformed character. Either it com. 
pletely bewilders and paralyses, or it moulds anew the nature 
of the novice. Either result would be as evil for Greece ag 
for Prince Alfred. No King could do his duty in this ex. 
citable little Kingdom who was entirely without worldly 
wisdom to fathom the purposes of voluble statesmen and keen. 
witted courtiers. Still less could any do his duty who should 
himself be deeply infected by the spirit of intrigue from too 
early immersion in its atmosphere. What Greece wants isa 
man (f clear steady sense, not unused to deal with the craft 
of political diplomacy, but also not inclined to estimate it 
higbly or to fall into its ways. ‘To ask a lad of eighteen to 
hoid the balance of parties in such a state would be scarcely 
fair to him, and very unfair to the Kingdom that would be 
in great measure dependent for its career on his sense and 
firmness. 

It may be said, however, that many of these considerations 
cannot be new to the Greek people, nor to its political leaders, 
and that itis rather for them than for us to judge. We 
reply that Greece is not, perhaps, likely to weigh adequately 
the difficulties presented by its own social and political con. 
dition ; but even if they have considered all these things, no 
doubt the stress which they lay on conciliating the favour of 
the Power that holds the Ionian Islands, and still more, 
perhaps, on the importance of detaching that power from the 
Ottoman alliance, more than overbalances in their minds the 
disadvantages we have set forth. They may prefer, ceteris 
paribus, a man of some weight and experience, but they prefer 
a young Prince without experience, laden with a great poli. 
es sit, to a statesman of experience who comes empty- 

anded. 


But if this be the real motive of the Greeks for wishing to 
have Prince Alfred, it is more than ever needful that we should | 
remove all illusions as to these preconceived advantages, 
Now, no doubt it is possible enough that England may some 
day be very glad to yield her control over the troublesome 
Ionian Islands to any other Power that can show a right to 
have them and the strength to hold them. Bot we hold 
these Islands in trust for Europe, and it is quite certain that 
we could not give them up to any feeble Power which might 
soon let them slipfrom its grasp into that of some more powerfal 
competitor. If we concede these Islands to Greece at all, it mast 
be to Greece strong, orderly, and free,—a Greece with a united 
people,—a Greece that has ceased to tolerate mountain), 
banditti,—a Greece that, like Italy, has gained weight for 
itself in Europe by the moderation and patriotism of its 
representative men. To such a Greece we might one day, 
perhaps, be glad to resign our troublesome trust,—but 
certainly not to Greece chaotic under a novice-King, evel 
though that King were one of our own Princes. If, there | 
fore, Greece counts on this result, she reckons hastily ona gift) 
which the very choice she is making might either render 
impossible, or delay rather than promote. No doubt, othe 
things being equal, we would rather give the Ionian Islands 
up to an English Prince than to a German Prince; butif 
Prince Alfred went there young and inexperienced, othet 
things would probably not be equal. There would be 
less chance of any such speedy consummation of po 
litical events in Greeee, as could alone warrant us 
giving up the Ionian Islands to Greek protection. Almost 
the same thing again may be said of our bias in Ottoman 
affairs. It may be true that a certain pride in the welfare of 
a Kingdom ruled over by an English Prince would indoce)) 
our statesmen to trim the balance with rather less partiality 
for Turkey,—but then this could only be so if the ruler of 
Greece were temperate, sagacious, and just in his dealingt 
with Turkey,—if he resisted all the hasty efforts of intem 
perate councillors to force him into an early war Wi 
Turkey. And could we properly expect that so young and | 
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| ienced a man would have the sagacity and the weight 
}joensure this? Yet, it he did not do this, we might soon 
‘find ourselves forced into the most painfal position of hostility 
‘itp the Greek Kingdom,—an hostility which would be em- 
littered, but could scarcely be prevented, by the relationship 
of the King to our own Queen, 


On the whole, it is not easy to conceive that a Prince 
without political experience could properly attempt to take 
the belm of this little Kingdom in such stormy times,—and 

bly flattering as the choice of Prince Alfred is certain to 
be to the English people, we can scarcely think it would be a 
justifiable step for him to accept the honours of so perilous a 














THE TRUTH ABOUT LANCASHIRE RATES. 


Me Kinestey has incurred a grave responsibility by his on- 
ilanght on the proprietors and ratepayers in the manufac- 
turing districts, and has done mischief which we are sure he 
did not contemplate, and’ which we believe he must now 
bitterly regret. Not only has he spread charges against a 
most benevolent and energetic body of his fellow-citizens 
and fellow-labourers, which every day is bringing fresh 
evidence to show were unfounded and unkind ; but there is 
too much reason to fear that he has also done much to check 
the stream of charity that was flowing so bountifully from 
all quarters towards the suffering operatives. Some, who 
only sought an excuse for closing their hearts and purses, 
have found that excuse in Mr Kingsley’s allegations ; others 
who were giving freely are now giving reluctantly; many 
who were hesitating what to do have decided to do nothing; 
and not a few who were exerting themselves to collect sub- 
scriptions for the relief fund have folded their hands in idle- 
ness. And all this because one hasty man, with a ready 
and an eminent name, chose to give vent to an old pre- 

|| judice against capitalists, and rushed into print without reflec- 

| tion and without inquiry.. 

The public—whose mind has been much bewildered by 
Mr Kingsley’s startling denunciations, and who, though wil- 
ling enough to give to the suffering artisans, are not willing 
to-do so “merely to enable the rich manufacturer of Lan- 
*cashire to spend a shilling more on his paltry luxuries ”— 
are anxious to know the real state of the case. We will 
endeavour to meet this anxiety, as far as ascertained facts 
enable us to do so ;—preniising that though fresh and autho- 
Titative statements are daily coming in, they are yet neither 
as complete nor as extensive as could be desired. Still, they 

| will probably suffice to disabuse the general body of English- 


men in the South and West of the erroneous impressiuns 
they have imbibed. 

First, then, as to the sums now actually expended and the 
| Poor rates actually Jevied (or incurred and about to be levied) 
im the distressed districts. They vary in every Union, 
according to the nature of the property and the employment. 
Where there are many industries and a large um-manu- 
facturing population either of rich or poor or middle classes, 
a8 in Manchester, the rates are still moderate. Where, as 
at Stockport and Ashton, on the contrary, there is no 
manufacture but that of cotton and only few families wholly 
unconnected with and independent of that manufacture, the 
rates are high already, and are rising rapidly. The follow- 
ing are a list of the cases where the rate already paid within 
the year, or in process of being levied and actually expended 
in advance, have been ascertained and published. Next week 
we hope to be able to specify several more.

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Calculated on the entire property assessed to the poor, the 
present rate is 8s 93d; but, as on much of this no rate laid 
is practically recoverable, the actual rate on all property that 
can now pay atallislls1ldinthe#. The Guardians have 
not only expended all their balances while proceeding to lay 
a new rate, butareconsiderably in debt to their bankers besides, 

It is quite true that, in consequence of the Rate-in-Aid 
Act passed last Session, these heavy rates will not ultimately 
fall entirely on the parish or union which has been obliged in 
the first instance to expend them and in the second instance to 
levythem. Assoonas the rate levied in any parish exceeds 3s, 
it is empowered to call upon the unton to which it belongs 
to share the excess with it; and, in like manner, as soon 
as the rate in any unton exceeds 5s, it is empowered to 
call upon the county to share the excess ;—so that in the end 
these very distressed districts on which the pressure has 
fallen in the first instance will recover from their neighbours, 
or from other portions of the county, a considerable amount 
of what they have laid out. The figures are, however, 
quite conclusive—even in their present imperfect and pro- 
visional form—for the purpose for which we have adduced 
them—vtz., to show that in the suffering districts there has 
been no reluctance on the part of the Guardians to levy, or 
on that of the ratepayers to pay, whatever demand may be 
necessary, and that the sums actually expended in relief 
amount to three, five, and eight times the rate assumed by 
those who look only to the published figures of last March 
or last Michaelmas. 

Secondly. So much for the ratio actually levied (or spent) 
and about to be levied in the distressed districts. We must 
now say a few words as to the inctdence of these rates. | 
From the very nature of the case they fall most heavily 
where there is least power of bearing them. They full on 
the occupiers, not on the owners, of property; and they fall 
upon these occupiers just at the time when their occupation 
ceases to be valuable. In a Union like Stockport or Ashton, 
for example, nearly every person; assessed is either a 
manufacturer, an owner of cottage property, or a shop- 
keeper,—all dependent on the cotton trade, and all more 
or less paralysed and impoverished by its interruption. 
The manufacturer, assessed on the supposition that his 
mill has an annual value of 1,000/, is called upon to pay 
at a time when his mill has not only no annual value at all, 
but involves him in a heavy loss. Hts income from the mill has 
altogether ceased. If he be a tenant, as most are, or if he has 
built his factory on land held on lease, he has a heavy rent 
to pay to the original owner of the soil.—The owner of 
cottage property can in times like these obtain scarcely any 
rent. His tenants are nearly all operatives, who are out of 
work, on whom it would be hopeless to distrain,. whom it 
would be barbarous and indeed useless to turn out, and 
whose arrears of rent he can seldom hope to recover. His 
income from this property has altogether ceased; and yet on 
this property and on this ideal income he must still pay 
rates.—The shopkeeper finds that his custom has so fallen 
off, that his weekly profits do not cover his weekly expen- 
diture, and all his capital is locked up as debts due from his 
customers, many of them irrecoverable. His income, there- 
Sore, also has entirely ceased, but he is assessed to the poor 
according to the rental of his house and shop, and must pa 
or suffer the consequences. It appears that 25,000/ out of 
61,000/ in the borough of Stockport is made up of small 
assessments, under 10/ each. Most of these must now be 
excused or distrained upon. Now, it is obvious that what 
would be a very moderate rate on a man in receipt of his 
usual income, is a crushing one on a man‘who is in receipt 
of no income at all. Thus a 3s rate in many of the Lan- 
cashire parishes now is really heavier than a 15s rate in 
ordinary times, or in any parish in Wessex. It must be 
remembered, moreover, that where rates are habitually low, 
rents are uniformly high, as in Lancashire. The rents there 
are calculated on the supposition of low rates. Any sudden 
increase in the rates, therefore, coming upon an occupier 
whose rent is high, is a much severer burden than an 
habitually high rate coming upon an occupier whose rent is 
low in consequence. 

Thirdly. The only parties in Lancashire on whom the 
present conjuncture presses little, on whom rates come 
lightly, and who can scarcely be said to have come forward 
in proportion to their means (though many of them have 
acted with much spontaneous liberality), are the large land- | 
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owners. Their has risen enormously in value in 
consequence of the extension of manufactures ; they are the 
men who have in reality profited most, and profited by no 
exertion of their own, by the industry and enterprise of those 
around them ; their land has been sold at high prices aud on 
well secured chief-rents to millowners and builders and 
house agents ; their tenants being mostly men of substance, 
meet their obligations as usual, and their receipts come in 
nearly as regularly and as fully as in ordinary times. To 
several of these great proprietors (it would be invidious to 
mention names) subscriptions of 20,000/ each would not 


bear as large a proportion to their realised income as the | , : 
; clothing; and when we consider that the recipients of’ this 


contribution of the manufacturer who pays his hands one 
day's wages a week for doing nothing, or who works his 
mill at a loss in order to keep them off the rates. 


As to what is actually done, and done unostentatiously by 
numbers, indeed by most of the manufacturers who are able 
to be generous, we need not add much to what we said last 
week, The Zimes of Thursday contains a reference to two 
cases, one that of a gentleman “ who is facing a loss of 
“ 50,000/ rather than let his hands go without work, yet is 
“ abused for not giving tothe relief fund”; another, that of 
“ Sir E. Armitage, who, ever since his mills were closed, 
“ has fed and clothed his 1,200 workpeople, and intends 
“ continuing to do so.” We can add two more. One 
manufacturer writes :—‘‘I find I shall lose 200/ a week if 
“T buy cotton and work my mill at present prices; I can 
‘‘ pay my people three days’ wages a week for doing notking 
“ for 1001 a week. I must do the last.” Another has sent 
word to his manager (he himself being absent) to take 
care. that none of his operatives come either on the 
relief furid or the parish. The truth is, however, that a 
very erroneous impression prevails thoughout the country 
in reference to the wealth of the Lancashire manufacturers 
asa body. As a rule, they are not millionaires: they are 


not even rich men or men of realised property, ¢ndependent of 


their mills. ‘They make large profits ; they encounter heavy 
losses; occasionally one or two retire with their capitals to 
other districts ; but by far the greater number invest their 
realised gains in the extension of their works. All these 
are reduced to considerable difficulties in times like these. 
Very many of those also who carry on an extensive busi- 
ness, do so almost entirely on borrowed capital. They rent 
large mills, or buy them with their savings ; they mortgage 
them in order to stock them with machinery, or to raise the 
floating funds needed for cotton and wages; they buy on 
credit, and they sell for cash ; and while in prosperous times 
they often by this means realise large profits, yet in 
bad times they are brought to the brink of insolvency— 
where many of them now are. Generally, it may be said that 
while spinners are men of capital, those who are manu/fac- 
turers (makers of piece-goods) as distinguished from spinners 
are poor men, actually unable to contend with a conjunc- 
ture like the present, and barely able to keep their own 
heads above water, much less to contribnte to the support of 
them. Hundreds, we believe, who have been pointed at and 
decried for not figuring in the subscription lists, could only 
have done so by virtually defrauding their creditors. It is 
time that the unjust and cruel taunts that have been so 
liberally dealt out by the ignorant and thoughtless against 
this misunderstood class should cease. 


Fourthly. These matters, however, may be considered as 
to a certain extent personal, and with to-day we hope our 
controversy with Mr Kingsley may terminate. The two 
points with which the public are concerned are, first, that 
Lancashire is doing its work nobly and spontaneously, and 
that any assistance rendered to it trom other parts of England 
is well deserved and ought not to be grudgingly given ;—and 
this point we hope we have conclusively made clear. The 
second is, that the funds supplied by the teeming charity of the 
country are skilfully and carefully distributed, and areeffecting 
the object for which they are subscribed. On this head we 
are happy to be able both from official and from private testi- 
mony to confirm fully the statements contained in DrTemple’s 
letter to the Zimes of Thursday. The difficulties have been 
great, but they have been nearly all surmounted, by the opera- 
tion of an active and judicious agency such as we believe no 
other country could have organised ; and there is every rea- 
son to feel confident that no person need now starve or suffer 
from a want of the real necessaries of life in all the distressed

In f, 
most of these receive now, from parish and charitable funds 
together, nearly if not quite as much as Wessex labourers 
earn in the best of times. One of the greatest difficulties 
of the distributors has arisen in cases of deficient blanketi 
and clothing. There can be no doubt that blankets 
warm clothing are as necessary now as food. There can be 
no doubt either that the destitute condition of many of the 
artisans in reference to these articles arises from their having 
pawned them at the commencement of the pressure. It is 
clear, too, that it would generally be much cheaper to 
redeem these things than to supply the people with fresh ones, 
At the same time, if once redeemed, there can be no security 
that they will not be again pledged to procure other necessaries 
or luxuries. In some cases there is reason to fear that par- 
ties have pledged their blankets in anticipation of a rumoured 
distribution of those articles. The vigilance required-on the 
part of the local commissioners and visitors is very great; 
and, on the whole, we are satisfied that they do not often 
err upon the side of scanty assistance. But more caution is 
requiste than those who merely read of the distress ata 
distance can well estimate. 


THE CONTROL OF PARLIAMENT OVER UNFORE. 
SEEN NAVAL AND MILITARY EXPENDITURE, 
Tue last Report of the Committee of the House of Commons, 
which has just been published, with the evidence annexed, 
discusses a subject which is a remarkable example of the diffi» 
culty of applying in practical life even the plainest and most 


certain constitutional rules. It is easy to state these rales 
on paper, and it is not impossible to obtain a general though 
vague adherence to them in practice; but it is impossible, or 
nearly so, to enforce an exact and precise adherence to them 
amid the pressure of events and the multifariousness of 
humana affairs. 

Perhaps the most generally accepted constitutional rule, 
which is in some sort the basis and groundwork of all others, 


is that no money should be spent without the previous com ||” 


sent and sanction of Parliament. 
Session is passed in obtaining such sanctions, The 
House of Commons votes certain, specific sums for 
certain specific purposes, and it is, as a general rule, 
both illegal and unconstitational to devote such moneys 
to any other purposes, or to spend any other suis 
but these. The House of Commons earmarks its money 
and a Board of Audit and much elaborate machinery exists 
solely to watch that such money is solely devoted to its 
destined design. Yet, in the two largest classes of our ex 
penditure—that of the army and that of the navy—there is# 
serious difficulty in applying that principle. Every Cham 
cellor of the Exchequer lays before the House an anticipatory 
statement, which is called a Budget, of his wants and necessi- 
ties during the coming year. The votes of the House are 
founded on this estimate. The House devotes 1,000,000) to 
this object, and another 1,000,000 to that object, because the 
Finance Minister expects and says that he shall require these 
millions. Bat there are military matters both by sea and 
land, emergencies which no Finanee Minister can anticipate; 
and for which, therefore, he cannot in his anticipatory 
Budget make a provision. The difficulty with the United 
States as to the capture of Messrs Mason and Slidell is a 
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| recent example of an unexpected emergency. No one expected 
“lthat considerable cause of expense, and Mr Gladstone made 
| {ino provision for it. Bat this event is only a Jarge instance 
ofwhat is always occurring in a small way. Wars are not 
made to order. You cannot foresee them or their events. 
The French proverb, “that nothing happens save the unex- 
pected,” istrne of them if it is true of anything. And the 
goddenness of the great expense so occasioned makes the pre- 
lions control of Parliament over them, for several reasons, 
impossible. 
First. Parliament is not always sitting. For many months 
of the year its members are distributed over the country, 
gadsome of them travel far beyond its limits. For a first- 
class'wat we might have an autumm session, but only for a 
first-class war. For ordinary events in distant countries,—for 
military transactions as they would seem in debate, 
which yet cause one with another and in the aggregate grest 
iture,—it would be impossible to convene Parliament 
Christmas. A House of Commons unnecessarily as- 
sembled at that time would be a formidable body to any 
Ministry; its dissatisfaction would make it very dangerous. 
Secondly. Even when Parliament is sitting, it is very in- 
expedient that it should be constantly troubled with varying 
gad conflicting estimates on minor points. Mr Gladstone, 
who does not dislike financial discussions in Parliament, 
and who is the greatest living orator on such matters, 
has urged this consideration very strongly in the 
evidence before us.

$4 ~Parliament says to the War Office: ‘‘ We allot to each of 
all you a certain number of millions, and we fix how much of 
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“ that money is to be used for the various sorts of military 
“ expenditure. If you can save in one mode of expenditure, 
“we allow you to exceed the authorised amount in some 
“‘ other mode. We say that the military expenditure is so 
‘‘ much, but within the limits of this defined aggregate the 
“ Executive Government can spend as it pleases. ‘The maxi- 
“mum military expenditure is settled by Parliament, but 
“ its distribution is left to the disposal of the Executive.” 
And so of the navy also. 


This rule is defended on the plausible ground, that if a 
slight excess occur in any one head, it is the interest of the 
Department, to avoid trouble, to save its head controversy in 
Parliament, to preserve the goodwill of the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer (whose calculations depend on aggregate totals 
and are unaffected by changes of distribution), to save a 
corresponding amount under some other head. A certain 
sum is doled out to each of the great Military and Naval 
Services, and each of them respectively must make it go as 
far as it-can. The Executive Government is limited as to 
the sum total, and must keep within it if possible, though it 
vary the apportionment. 


Secondly. This rule isan excellent one in the caleulations of 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer. He has to provide a certain 
sum of real money annually, This is not a matter of account, 
but sometimes a diffieult enovgh matter of business 
Now, if the totals of the army and navy expenditure are in 
accordance with the Budget estimates, he has to find no 
more money, and he is satisfied. 

But, on the other hand, this rule is objected to for two 
reasons. First, that it induces both the War Office and 
the Admiralty, as the phrase goes, to “ starve unpopular 
*“ votes”; that is to say, to take less than they need, or think 
they need, for purposes which Parliament does not specially 
favour, and to take more than they need on popular votes, 
which will provoke no hostility, and which may even obtaip 
eulogium in Parliament. Thus if, as generally happens, 
** Men” is a popular vote in the House, and “Stores ” an un- 
popular one, the Department has, or may have, some ten- 
deney to exaggerate the demand for men, and to diminish 
that for stores. In this manner, it is argued that the present 
rule creates, or tends to create, misleading estimates, which 
tempt Parliament to spend money by misrepresenting 
the end to which it will be applied. No one who knows 
the present state of the Public Departments will believe 
that this tendency exists to any greater extent than as 
an unconscious bias of the mind, which the estimating 
official does not avow to himself, which he does not dis- 
tinctly know to exist, which he would shrink from if stated 
in plain Janguage. None of our Departments would of set 
purpose induce Parliament to vote money by prospective mis- 
representation; they are utterly incapable of deceit or 
fraud ; yet such is human nature—a lingering bias in favour 
of popular votes, and a latent antipathy to unpopular ones, 
may even yet retain some slight and traditional influence, 

The second objection has greater force. It is said that 
even when the estimates are framed, as we believe them to be, 
with sufficient and almost perfect fairness, supposing that 
money voted for one general head is not really required for 
the purposes of that head, the Department has money at its 
disposal, and cannot help spending it. ‘‘1 cannot,” says a 
very experienced financial servant of the Government, 
speaking of the Navy, “ help thinkiog that the existence of 
“ large surpluses is a very dangerous temptation to this 
‘ great Department to spend money, for whenever you find a 
“ large excess upon any vote, you will find a large surplus 
* upon another ; and it is that temptation which the great 
“ Departments, eager to promote the efficiency of the services 
“ intrusted to them, have not power to resist.” 

The Public Departments.are at the present day almos 
without the old incentives to corrupt expenditure, and with- 
out the old opportunities for that expenditure if they were so 
inclined ; but they are under very strong temptations to un- 
corrupt expenditure to which former epochs afforded no type 
or parallel, ‘The very public spiritof the Departments which 
was so wanting in old times, and which is no characteristic 
of the present, of itself tends toexpense. A zealous man 
wishes for improvement, and for one improvement which 
saves money, there are a hundred which cost money, 
The natural and legitimate object of ambition ina pubic 
servant is to improve the effictency of the Department of which 
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he is a member, and by far the greater number of augmenta- 
tions of efficiency are augmentations of expense likewise. 
“What you gain in power you lose in time” is a principle 
of mechanics, and what you gain in power you lose in 
money may almost be made a principle of politics, If, then, 
a Department has, by an accidental surplus on vote A a sum 
of money which it can devote to object B, we fear it will so 
devote it. In the present state of science, with so many 
plausible improvements in the destructive arts pressing upon 
the attention of our Military Departments, it is a strong 
temptation to use, in that natural and pleasant manner, any 
little money which comes to hand. 


Impressed by the latter arguments, it bas been proposed 
to give the Treasury a discretionary power over a certain 
fixed sum, say 700,000/, and to permit the army and navy 
to exceed the sum voted under particular heads to that ex- 
tent, and to “‘ surrender ” as the phrase is, that is not to 
spend, any sum which they may have over and above the 
sums allotted for any other head. And if we were starting 
de novo, such an arrangement would probably be adopted. 
The Committee have not, however, thought fit to sanction it. 
They remark :—* In case an advance is required, no suffi- 
“‘ cient advantage appears in that advance being made from 
“the Treasury chest rather than from a sum formed of the 
“ surplus of votes already included by Parliament in the 
“aggregate grant for the Department. Your Committee 
* also are not prepared to recommend an addition to the

as not been a bad one, no practical man can doubt that last year's 
wheat crop was both deficient in quantity and inferior in quality 
The sunless character of last summer prevented the complete 
maturity of the grain, and the variable weather during harvest 
caused a large proportion of the wheat to be carried in damp and 
inferior condition. It may be easy to blame farmers, in some 
for the latter ; but where a considerable breadth of wheat has to 
be stacked, and the weatber during harvest proves stormy, it is 
neither prudent nor safe to lose opportunities for stacking in mode. 
rate condition, in expectation of the occurrence of finer weather, 
This may well enough be done where the breadth of wheat ig 
small, but the large farmer can scarcely in¢ur such risk. The 
accounts from all parts of the country leave no doubt of the infe- 
riority of the wheat crop. Thus the circular of Messrs Collier, of 
Plymouth, reports :—‘‘ For the third year following an unfavour.

The Cumberland report says :—‘* The wheat crop, though very far 
from being a good one, will yet, on the whole, be better than at 
one time predicted. Much of it comes to market in bad condition; 
but that is owing more to the impatience of farmers not allowing 
it to remain long enough in the field The anxiety resulting 
from the unsettled state of the weather caused many farmers to 





Instances of wheat giving a fair yield, und exhibiting a 
good sample at market, are to be met with, but these may be loo 
upon as exceptions rather than the rule.” 

So much for the past crop. With regard to the prospects 
of wheat for the coming year, they are apparently less favour- 
able than in the autumn of 1861, when the long-continued 
fine weather enabled the farmer to sow a large breadth 
of wheat in the best order. During the past autumn the 
weather has been very variable. Down to the end of the first 
fortnight of October the weather was dry, and the wheat sown to 
that time is now looking remarkably well. But upon the majority 
of soils the last half’ of October and the first half of November 
form the season during which the greater part of the wheat: is 
sown, and this year three-fourths of that period was very wet, 80 
that very little wheat was then sown. During the past fortnight 
the weather has been again dry ; a good deal of wheat has been got 
in, but there is still much, especially in the late districts, to 
be sown. The lateness of the harvest, too, has in some places 
interfered with wheat sowing. On the light lands of Hertford- 
shire we are told :—‘‘ A large breadth of wheat-has been drilled 
in excellent order, and the early sown looks strong and well. We 
cannot recollect when clover leys have worked more kindly than 
they have done this season. The showery weather will not yet)’ 
(8th Nov.) allow the use of the clod-crasher on our light wheat 
fields." So in Berkshire ‘“‘ some of the early sown wheat is in 
danger of becoming winter-proud.” In Derbyshire, we learn that 
“the seed-time which has so strangely mingled itself with the harvest 
has hitherto (November 15) been an indifferent one. A small 
breadth got in early had a nice tilth, but the heavy rains saturated 
the grounds so much that the bulk has been trampled in and left very 
rough.” ‘Ihe Somersetshire report says :—‘t We are very backward 
in wheat sowing ; much less done than usual ; so few clays could the 
ploughshare go on, and there are some that will be left for next 
month,” i. e., December. In South Lincolnshire, “for the most 
part, the wheat seeding has been a favourable one, and the m- 
quiries for good and specific varieties unusually prevalent. There 
is much yet (November 24) to get in.”

to have been grown this year that for some years past, 
and the inferior crops of 1860 and 1861 supply reason 
for. the alteration. And it is remarked that this year the 
roots are small, though regular, and the yield per aere but in- 
different. Now, there is no doubt that during the seven years of 
fine weather the period for planiing mangold got to be gradually 
later. May has been considered to be soon enough for planting 
mangold, but our own experience has been that, unless it can he 
completed by the second week in April, the chances of a good crop 
become somewhat precarious. We believe the safe plan to be to 
complete the planting of mangold by the end of the tirst week of 
This in some seasons it is not easy to do, unless the land 

be d, as far as possible, before Christmas, and no oppor- 
tunity be lost of subsequently following up the preparation. 
The Berkshire report says:—‘‘The quantity of mangold wurzel 
eyo is also less. ‘The roots are tolerably thick on the ground, 
ut the bulbs are less than usual.” ‘The Bedfordshire report says :— 
“The mangold crop is now generally stored; it is by no means a 
weighty one, but of excellent quality. This crop might, with 
‘se advantage, be generally planted earlier on cold land. We 
ow a friend, upon a very stiff clay farm, who sows at the com- 
mencement of April, sometimes even earlier; his crops are excel- 
lent, and he has them all stored by the middle of October, the 
carting doing very little damage to the land, whereas, if sown in 
May and carted off in November, a great deal of damage is very 


often done.” 


Again, we find a similar opinion expressed in the Leicestershire 
report as to the wheat sowing. After speaking of the rainfall 
early in October, the reporter says :— ‘‘ Though this is alittle above 
an average, yet it is sufficient to render wheat sowing rather a 
difficult operation to get the seed putin well on strong land. The 
greater portion of this rain fell after the 11th, consequently those 
who were forward with their seeding had greatly the advantage of 
those who were later with this work. Of late years, early wheat 
sowing has not been consideredfof such importance as formerly ; we 
think this an error.” And the practice of a large farmer of expe- 
Tience is cited, who “‘ used to say the best time for wheat sowing 
was a fortnight before or after Old Michaelmas-day (1tth Oct.) ; 
itis now not thought much too late if got in by the middle or even 
the end of November. Now, the advantages of early seeding in 
autumn are evident, for in ordinary seasons it is the prelude to 
early reaping, therefore giving greater opportunity of securing the 
crops at harvest, and generally in having a better quality of 
grain.” 

These are considerations not to be overlooked by farmers, who 
should remember that, notwithstanding the occurrence of a few 
years of exceptional fine weather, our climate is not one which 
allows them habitually to postpone the more important operations 
of husbandry. 

With regard to prices, wool and store stock are the articles of 
agricultural produce which now afford the best prices, grain of all 
Kinds being low. For the farmers well-doing, however, quantity 
of produce, without reference to prices, is the object to be aimed at.

steps), areallthemes which may one day give rise to an-Anglo-Indian 
literature; and many of the elevated theological tenets ofthe Hindoo 
worship will probably occasion astonishment to those who have onl 
known the gross superstitions and corrupt practices with which it is 
alloyed. The plots and conspiracies of the different courts 
throughout India, the deliberate treachery and cool cruelty of 
the Asiatic races, have not yet been half unravelled or exposed to 
the European student; and tales of thrilling interest, far ex- 
ceeding the relations of romance, may be related of by-gone and 
of present times in a land where a Prince now living—Jung Baha- 
door—could win his way to power by rifle practice at his compeers 
securely caged within an apartment whence there was no escape 
from his murderous aim. 


Mr Martin, in his preface, values the British capital invested in 
Indian securities of one kind or other at 200,000,000/ sterling. 
He also presents a view of our connection with India intended to 
convince us that the mutiny was the result of ‘oppression and 
exaction,” and that the peaceable progression of India depends 
upon the exercise of a juster government. 

In the short historical sketch with which the work opens, the 
early export of gold and silver from Europe in exchange for the 
products and manufactures of India, is remarked. At the present 
time the drain of bullion from the same quarter has succeeded to 
the previous exportations of treasure from Hindostan. Some 
years back the large remittances of specie to India led to the 
substitution of a gold standard in France for the silver which had 
been before that time current: this was occasioned by the railway 
works undertaken and in progress, and which not only absorbed 
the funds under other circumstances constantly remitted to England, 
but required the additional sending of specie from England to the 
East. The stoppage of the Government supplies in consequence 
of the mutiny in 1857 increased the export, and contributed 
chiefly to the money panic of that year. 

Now, the purchases of produce, principally raw cotton, in India, 
have led to a renewal of the demand for bullion; and as the time 
occupied by the'transit from the interior of India to the coast 
and thence to our ports, before the manufactured goods can be 
exchanged by our: merchants for coin, is a material element of 
consideration, it is possible that the drain may assume larger 
proportions and cause some disturbance in the money markets 
of Europe. The investment of capital in railways will no 
doubt give a powerful impetus to trade in India. The pur- 
chases for which we are now paying in bullion have absorbed 
the capital which ten years ago was accumulating so rapidly in 
this country, that an important and inevitable rise in articles of food 
and consumption was confidently predicted as the consequence of 
the gold discoveries of California and Australia. The develop- 
ment of the railway system in one single part of Asia and a dis- 
turbance only in one branch of trade have sufficed to overturn all 
the theories then broached ; and few can yet form any 
idea of the ultimate effect on our trade from the facilities 
granted to commerce by the opening of the Indian railways. 
We are providing countries, which have hitherto dealt by 
barter, with a circulating medium; and we are also supplying 
the Asiatic with a hoard. It is difficult to foresee the limit of the 
bullion movement in this instance; but we may argue, from the 
disappearance of the masses of silver we have received from China, 
and from the constant and increasing demand on Europe for ad- 
ditional supplies, that a long time must elapse before the amount of 
the precious metals in this quarter of the globe can be sufficiently 
great to affect in ary important degree the value of any article of 
general consumption; nay, while the cost of transit is being de- 
creased by the more general use of steam and the expense of ma- 
nufacture is being reduced by the extended adaptation of machinery, 
the tendency of prices is against products generally, and in favour 
of the precious metals. It is a question how far it would be pos- 
sible to attempt to relieve the drain on Europe by the introduction 
of an economy into India resembling that of our own paper circus 
lation; but, probably, the time has not yet come when such an 
effort would meet with success. In this case the discovery of new 
wants and the opening of new channels of trade will for to 
come test our resources; and, while this shall be the condition of 
things, we may hope that the discoveries and supply of gold 
and silver will be on a scale sufficient to meet our wants in tradi 
with nations whose power of consuming those valuable metals is 
so great as that of the races now existing in the East. 

In the course of the sketch of the progress of the East India 
Company, we have a short and concise reference to events in chro- 
nological order. Clive, Warren Hastings, Wellesley, the Board ot 
Control, {Sir Charles Napier, Edwardes, Gough, Dalhousie, are 
all passed in review. ‘The circumstances of the mutiny are com- 
mented upon in a fair spirit, which leads to the exposure of many 
whoiesale acts of cruelty by Europeans in the repression of that 
dreadful rising. A reference to the trigonometrical system 
known in India as early as the 6th century is made; and we 
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are informed that marine insurance was practised in the time 
of Menu. The military force of India, the dissolution of 
the Company’s army, the police, the pilots, are subjects of 
comment. ‘The statistics of crime and the cost of prisons, 
with the opium trade, the questions of waste lands and a 
sinking fund, in turn receive attention. The Indian debt, currency, 
rates of interest current, are referred to; and the Christianity of 
India does not escape without a few words ; accordingly, we learn 
that the result of an expenditure calculated at 3,000,0002 in 25 
ears is 20,000 native Christians who receive the sacrament, that 
Soon viewed ‘ as the test of Church fellowship.”” The systems of 
education, newspapers and periodicals, railways, the navigation of 
the Indus, irrigation, telegraphs, and the post office, are all explained, 
and, generally, wellexplained. Someconsiderable space is, as might 
be expected, devoted to cotton, and it appears that in 1861 our 
export of cotton manufactures was equal to 1s per head of the 
population of India, and that the consumption of cottons at the rate 
of 5s only per head in India would raise our export trade in those 
goods to 50,000,000/ per annum, which is nearly equal to the 
whole amount of our shipments of cottons in that year. Mr 
Martin says that “‘ the Indian article is of a superior description,” 
and for quality and durability he prefers it to American cotton. 
We hope his statements may be true, but the relative prices of 
Surats and New Orleans previous tothe American war do not bear 
them out, although great improvement may be no doubt promoted 
by packing at the place of growth the bales which have hitherto 
reached England in a damaged condition from exposure and dirt.

Tuts periodical made its first appearance in April, 1662, with the 

object of treating “topics of transient interest,” as well as that of 

devoting space to ‘facts and speculations” available for “ future 

use and reference”’; and it has, so far, fulfilled its programme in a 

manner that merits support. 

Amongst the articles included in the first volume, those which 
first call for attention are the papers which in one way or other 
treat of the cotton question. ‘‘ Cotton,” p. 41; ‘‘ The Commerce 
of Gregt Britain 1860 and 1861,” pp. 54 and 126; “ Distress in 
Laneashire—Prospects of the Cotton Trade,” p. 152; “ Notes on 
the Levant Trade—a New Market for British Cotton Manu- 
factures,” Pr 170; “* The Critical Position of the Cotton Trade,” 
p. 258; “ The Great Crises. in the History of the Cotton Trade,” 
p- 306. ‘The complete history of the cotton supply to English 
manufacturers may be said to be comprised in the latter article, 
which is filled with valuable details upon the subject. The object 
of one essay is that of indicating new cotton fields, and another 
is devoted to the opening of new markets for our manufactured 
cottons. 

It is remarkable that of the many articles which have appeared 
on the subject of the crisis in our cotton trade, no one yet appears 
to have lucidly expounded the whole of the bearings of the several 
causes which have acted upon the trade and produced the present 
condition of affairs. Two great disturbing causes have immediately 
operated in bringing on the crisis—the American war and the 
over-production of 1859 and 1860. It is difficult to decide 
which has been chief agent ; but it is certain that either would 
have sufficed to produce disaster; while it is also clear that 
the coincidence of one, in some sense, counteracts the evil effects 
of the other. The outbreak of the American war found us, after 
an exportation of unequalled extent, with larger home stocks 
than we had ever before held. We had been stimulating the 
growth of heavier crops in America by our own yearly increasing 
demand for raw cotton; and, while the supply would have con- 
tinued to enlarge had the war been averted, the inevitable further 
Gecline in manufactured goods would have occasioned disasters as con- 
siderable as those which now prevail in the North. ‘The American 
war has put an end to our supplies; but, terrible as is that stoppage 
in its immediate effect, it must yet be regarded in some measure 
as an advantage, since it has admitted of the realisation of a profit 
to our manufacturers on the previous stock of manufactured goods, 
a large part of which has gone abroad, and has thus given to some 
traders in this country the means of alleviating the distress suffered 
by others, where, under different circumstances, the ruin would 
have been common. Indeed, whenever the demand, which at the 
increased present value of cottons is slowly reviving, may admit of 
even the partial opening of the mills of Lancashire, the returns will 
be sufficiently remunerative to yield the profits which attend a 
gradual and safe increase of trade. It seems (vide Mr Crawford's 
letter in the Times money article of the 13th Nov.), after all, that 
we are not purchasing so extensively in India; and that our orders 
are nct likely to be executed on a greatly enlarged scale. This 
being the case, we may expect to sell all that we manufacture at 
high prices; and, whenever the close of the American war may 
happen, the sudden influx of raw cotton will be in quantity suf- 
ficient to occasion so considerable a reduction in the price that 
manufacturers will be at no disadvantage from the arrivals we 
may then expect. But the great difficulty at present is that 
of procuring a supply of raw material. With regard to India, the 
amount stated as ‘‘ at sea,” from that region, is only 196,500 
bales against 292,000 bales in 1861. 
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points of view, whether India has not been over-rated 
roducer of cotton, or, at least, of cotton for us, We 
ave been accustomed to purchase enormous quantities of 
cotton from America; but the American States have been 
our largest customers for cotton goods.

of its party, that the value of exports, even estimated in 
France, bas actually exceeded that of imports. But though 
confounded, the Moniteur Industriel, with characteristic assur- 
ance, disputes the correctness of the Board of Customs’ 
tables, on the ground that its manner of estimating imports and 
exports, and especially the latter, exaggerates their value; and 
in proof of this, it points to the fact that the value of wines and 
silks exported to England is put down at considerably more in 
the French return than it appears in the English. This, how- 
ever, is mere trifling, as it isknown that the two Custom Houses 
have different systems of making estimates, or of allowing them 
to bemade. But the remarks of the Moniteur Industriel suggest 
the observation that it is really highly desirable that the French 
and ‘English Boards of Customs should have some joint system of 
registering their imports and exports, and of estimating the value 
thereof.

According to the monthly Customs returns which have ust ap- 
peared, the import daties in the month of October last amounted 
to 15,752,000f (630,080/), whereas in the same month of last year 
they were 13,313,000f (532,520/), and in that of the year before 
10,278,000f (411,120/). In the first ten months of the present 
year these duties were 125,118,000f (5,400,720/) ; same period last 
year, 100,627,000f (4,025,080/); and that of the year before, 
110,873,000f (4,434,920/).

CONSTANTINOPLE, Nov. 16. 
The affair of the National Bank of Turkey naturally excites 
t interest here. The gentlemen who obtained the Imperial 
an of the 10th of May, 1858, authorising them to establish a 
National Bank, maintain that, though not acted on, it has not 
become void, forthe reason that the Bank was only to be consti- 
tuted after the Government should have withdrawn the paper 
money (Kaimes), and that the latter was not able to execute that 
measure. They contend, besides, that before the firman can be 
declared void, the Government was boynd to address to them the 
formal summons to execute it; and they assert that it did 
nothing of the kind. When the withdrawal of the paper 
money was decreed, the povsessors of the firman notified 
to the Ottoman Ambassador at’ London that they were 
ready to constitute. the Bank, and that they at the same 
time’ requested the Turkish Government to exercise the 
power it reserved to itself of taking a certain number of 
shares. Moreover, they state that the Ottoman Embassy at 
London until quite recently paid them the interest on 20,000/ 
they deposited as caution money for the proper exercise of the 
ivilege conferred on them; and they remark that it would not 
ve done so if the concession made to them had been considered 
void. They add that it was only recently, when they called for 
the interest last become due, than an offer was made to them to 
restore their caution money ; and they declare that they formally 
refused it. For these reasons they hold that the opposition which 
is made to them by the Ottoman Bank and its friends is not alto- 
gether just. ‘They, however, do not demand the exclusion of 
Ottoman Bank; they simply require that it shall come to an 
arrangement with them. Ana seeing that — are supported by 
some most influential European firms, Messrs Oppenheim, Messrs 
joconachi, Messrs Erlanger, Messrs Fruhling and Goschen, 
» they are convinced that they could give most powerful sup- 
Port to the enterprise. Union, they say, ie strength; and the 
strength derived from union would be advantageous to all. By 
union the undertaking would no doubt obtain the warm patronage 
of influential capitalists of London, Paris, Constantinople, and 
Frankfort ; perhaps also of the Credit Mobilier of Paris. Union 
would, besides, possess the great advantage of preventing the 
Ottoman Government from being reproached by any one with 
failing in a commercial engagement.

THE NEW BANK MANIA. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE ECONOMIST. 

Sir,—-In the usual prospectus in which a new bank is now 
ushered into notice, reference is made exclusively to the present 
position of joint stock banks. Nothing is said of the past, nor of 
the early struggles and almost fatal disasters which overtook some 
of our now most succesful banks in the earlier years of their exist- 
ence. 

It may be that the new banks hope to attain to a position at 
once, which it has taken the present banks the labour and experi- 
ence and gradual accumulation of a quarter of a century to reach. 
Obviously this would be to expect too much, because the principle 
of limited liability, whatever advantages it might possess in other 
respects, will not exempt the new banks from the losses and low 
range of profits which will necessarily attend the competition and 
struggle for business on which they must enter with the existin, 
banks. A glance, therefore, at the past will not perhaps be deveaed 
out of place at the proper moment. ; 

Of sixty-three joint stock banks, then, formed in England in the 
mania of 1835-6 and subsequent years, no fewer than twenty-eight, 
or 44 per cent. of the whole, have since ceased to exist. Of these, 
seven voluntarily wound up a bad business, but one and twenty 
stopped payment, and were wound up by process of law. 

As regards the banks which survived, the prices of their shares 
at different periods will show that, as a rule, they found banking 
an up-hill business for many years. For example :—

COMMERCIAL AND MISCELLANEOUS NEWS. 


Intelligence from Calcutta ie to Oct. 21. A commercial report says: 
—Assome native holidays not recognised by government still exert their 
influence upon business generally, the import market calls for no remark, 
no sales of importance having been made, Exports, if we may judge 
from the last few days, would seem to be largely on the increase, and 
busy times are expected by business men. The rains are now decidedly 
breaking off. With regard to the out-turn of the crops, our information 
is most satisfactory. By telegraph, to the 11th inst., we learn mule 
twist had been in improved request, but that grey shirtings were quiet. 
In indigo, very littie was doing. Linseed, however, roled firm. 

A report from Bombay, to Nov. 1, thus refers to the state of trade, 
since the departure of the preceding mail :—Our piece goods market 
continues steady, without much improvement, and but a moderate busi- 
ness has been doing at late prices. In yarns we have no change to 
notice; the business is still limited, and former prices mainteined. 
Metals are moderately active, copper continues to improve in inquiry and 
value; but iron is in limited demand. Coals firm in value. The cotton 
market at the date of our last report closed quiet with drooping prices ; 
but on the arrival of the English mail on the 28th ult. prices went up 
again. Purchases to a very moderate extent are being made by both 
European and nativeshippers; the market closes firm at our quotations 
for old staple ready on the spot: —Broach, 385rs to 390 rs per candy ; 
Dhollera, 410 rs; Bhownuggur, 415 rs; Oomrawattee, 380 rs ; Compta, 
390 rs to 395rs; Viogorls, 390 rs; Dharwar sawginned, 575 rs to 580 rs; 
Barsee and Nuggur, 370 rs; Acote, 390rs. The wool market is in a very 
excited state, at daily advancing prices. Oilseeds are firmer. In other 
articles of produce there is not much change to notice. The freight 
market remains firm. We quote, for Liverpool, cotton, 3/ to 3/ 5s, and 
seeds, 22; for London, cotton, 2/ 17s 6d to 3/, and seede, 2/. Further 
intelligence, to Nov. 12, states that imports were dull, and that cotton 
was much neglected. 6-Ib shirtings had fallen 6d, and 7-lb ditto, 4d. 

Intelligence from Cape Town reaches to Oct. 21. The weather had 
been very boisterous, interfering to some extent with trade, and causing 
considerable demage to the vines in some districts. Respecting the crops, 
however, the accounts, generally speaking, are very favourable. 

In cocoa-nut oil, at Colombo, daring the week ending Oct. 31, a fair 
business was transacted. Copperah was quoted at 80s to 83s for Cal- 
pentyn, and 78s for Negombo. The oil had been disposed of at from 
35s 6d to 363 perewt. At Cochin, Oct. 21, the quantity in the port and 
in sbippers’ hands was estimated at 1,600 tons. The trade,was firm, at 
fall currencies, 

The following statistical report of the progress of postal communica- 
tion in Southern Italy is of immense value, as showing the great develop- 
ment of mind and commerce under the Italian Government:—On the 
Ist of March, 1861, the number of post-offices in the continental pro- 
vinces of the old kingdom of the Two Sicilies was 135; they are now 
366; and the increase in 20 months is 201. The receipts cf the post- 
office in the first six months of 1860 were 566,292,52 lires; those of the 
same period in 1862 were 798,718,31 lires; thus showing an increase in 
the postal revenue of 232,425,79 liree. The correspondence of all kinds 
which passed through the Neapolitan post-offices in the first semestre of 
1860 was, in number, 3,981,731 lires; in the corresponding period of 
1862 it amounted to 9,474,124 lires ; showing an increase in the number 
of letters, journals, &c., posted, of 5,492,393 lires. The great increase of 
the correspondence, which is not in proportion to that of the revenue, is 
to be attributed to the greater number of journals now printed in the 
Southern provinces: to the more frequent relations with Upper Itsly ; 
and the new postal treaties with France, England, and Switzerland, which, 
while they reduce the sum paid on each letter, have sensibly increased 
the amount of correspondence.

Discount AND Money Marxer.—The condition of the 
discount market during the past few days had so far 
altered that the expectation was general, before the 
sitting of the Bank Court yesterday, that no change 
in the rate would be announced. Many houses, in 
anticipation of a gradual increase in the value of 
money have supplied themselves in advance in ex- 
cess of their wants, and a temporary ease has been the 
result. The amount of unemployed capital afloat continues 
very large, and whatever general increase of activity may 
take place in the trade of this country, is, after all, unlikely 
to absorb the sums which have been thrown out of the 
channels through which, in the former state of our cotton 
manufactures, they have previously circulated. The amount 
of silver offering appears to be greater than that required at 
the moment by exporters; and this circumstance has, by 
checking the demand for discounts, produced the ease which 
distinguishes the close of the present against that of the pre- 
vious week. The future will depend mainly on the con- 
tineatal demand, which itself will be chiefly regulated by 
our own wants for the East, and will probably, as hereto- 
fore, be an agent of great power in raising the value of money.

The tea trade is very dull. The public sales have gone off 
heavily, on easier terms, and in the private contract market prices 
have given way. 

Advices from Hong Kong are to October 15. During the 
previous fortnight, considerable inactivity had prevailed in the 
demand for tea, and.in medium and inferior produce sales could 
only be effected by submitting to a reduction of two taels per 
pieul. From Amoy, intelligence reaches to October 6, and all 
descriptions had changed hands to a limited extent, at barely late 
rates. Foochow advices are to October 3. A large business ha 
been done, at slightly enhanced quotations for low and fine parcels, 
but at rather lower prices for medium produce. At Shanghai 
during the fortnight ending October 6, the trade had exhibited 
more animation, at, for the most part, full currencies. The total 
export of tea from China to Great Britain from June 1, to date, 
was 55,561,354 lbs, against 41,723,700 lbs, showing an increase of 
13,837,654 lbs for this season. To the United States the export 
was 7,299,362 lbs, against 5,554,900 lbs last year, or an inerease 
for this season of 1,744,462 lbs. 

Very moderate supplies of raw sugar have been on offer; yet 
the demand has continued in a most inactive state, and the quo- 
tations have had a downward tendency. In refined goods, how- 
ever, owing to an improved export inquiry, an increased amount 
of business has been transacted, at full prices. 

Nearly all kinds of coffee have met a slow sale, but without 
leading to any quotable change in prices; indeed, they have been 
fairly supported. In cocoa, sales have progressed steadily, at full 
currencies. 
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Advices from Ceylon, to Oct. 31, state that coffee picking had 
made rapid progress since the departure of the previous mail, and 
that considerable business had been done, both at Kandy and 
Colombo, at full prices for plantation, but at enhanced rates for 
native produce. Plantation had realised 14s per barrel at Co- 
lombo, and 12s 6d to 13s at Kandy. For native, 488 9d to 49s 
r cwt had been paid. The exports from Oct. 1 to date, accord-

In the rice trade, there has been a great want of animation, and, 
in order to effect seler, importers have accepted less money. For 
dry fruits there is a reasonably extensive demand, at late rates. 

The dealings in rum have been confined to actual wants, at last 
week’s currency. Brandy has changed hands freely, both for 
home use and export, and prices have ruled firm. The market for 
grain spirit is steady. 

The public sales of colonial wool have gone off heavily since 
our last, at reduced prices. Good and fine qualities are now 
quoted 1d to 2d per Ib above the rates current last auctions ; but 
inferior parcels exhibit no improvement, the opening advance 
having been lost during the present week. Up to this evening, 
about 42,000 bales have been disposed of, but less than an 
average quantity has been taken by foreign houses. The export 
inquiry has, for the most part, been confined to transactions in 
combing sorts, by French buyers, the demand for clothing sorts 
having been much curtailed by the falling off in the shipments of 
French and German cloths to the United States. 

Hemp has ruled firm, and clean old Russia is quoted at 39/ 5s 
per ton, on the spot. Flax moves off slowly, on former terms ; 
but in the value of jute an advance of from 40s to 50s per ton has 
taken place. 

Saltpetre and indigo have changed hands to a limited extent, on 
former terms. 

In metals, no material change has occurred. Copper is rather 
drooping— Burra Burra being quoted at 99/, and lead barely main- 
tains previous rates; but other metals rule about stationary. 
Scotch pig iron, 55s 9d, cash, mixed numbers. 

Oils have, for the most part, been disposed of to meet actual 
wants. Linseed is quoted at 38s 9d to 393 per cwt, on the spot— 
other descriptions at previous rates. American spirits of turpen- 
tine, 115s; French do., 96s to 97s ; common American rosin, 
27s 6d; and Archangel tar, 35s per cwt. 


Tallow has further declined in price, and the business doing is 
extremely limited. To-day, St Petersburg Y.C. is quoted at 
45s 6d per cwt, on the spot ; and 46s for spring delivery.

Very limited supplies of home-grown wheat have been on offer 
in the various markets held this week, and the demand for most 
kinds has ruled tolerably firm, at ful) quotations. The imports of 
foreign wheat having been less extensive, good and fine samples 
have commanded full currencies. Other descriptions, however, 
have met a dull inquiry, on former terms. Barley—the receipts 
of which have been only moderate—has ruled heavy, at the late 
decline in the quotations. A fair average business has been doin 
in malt, on former terms. Good sound oats have moved o 
steadily—other kinds slowly, at late rates. We have no change 
to notice in the value of either beans or peas. Town-made flour 
has fallen 4s, or to 47s per 280 lbs. In the value of other qualities, 
no change has taken place. 

Nearly the whole of the continental markets have continued in 
& most inactive state, yet prices have been fairly supported. 
Advices from New York state that large supplies of produce con- 
tinued to come forward, and that the demand for both wheat and 
flour for export to Kngland had fallen off. Prices, therefore, were 
rather easier. 

The Scotch markets have been steady for fine wheat and barley, 
at full prices ; but all other articles have met a dull inquiry, at 
barely late rates. We understand that some quantity of wheat 
yet remains in the fields in the Northern portion of the country. 

In Ireland, considerable inactivity has prevailed in the demand 
for produce, and, in some instances, the currencies have a drooping 
tendency. 

Very little English wheat was on sale at Mark lane, to-day, and 
the trade ruled firm, at extreme rates. In foreign wheat, a limited 
business was transacted, on former terms. Barley, oats, beans, 
peas, and flour met a steady sale, at prices without quotable 
change from Monday. 

Wesubjoin Mr Rainford’s weekly report of the floating trade :—
